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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1906. 


The  Annual  Report  for  1906  of  the  Old  Folks  Home, 
tells  the  story  of  an  outwardly  quiet  and  uneventful  year. 
The  great  desire  of  the  Managers  has  always  been  that  the 
Home  should  be  not  an  Institution,  but,  as  it  were,  a  group 
of  little  individual  homes  gathered  for  greater  convenience 
and  greater  economy  under  one  roof.  We  all  know  the 
pathetic  speech  that  finds  an  echo  in  every  woman's  heart, 
'*  I  want  a  little  place  I  can  call  my  own,  no  matter  how 
smiall,"  and  that  deep  rooted  desire  is  one  we  especially  try 
to  satisfy.  Each  member  of  the  household  has  her  own 
comfortable  pretty  little  room,  her  own  meals  served  to  her 
individually,  and  yet  she  is  not  lonely  for  she  is  surrounded 
by  friends;  if  ill,  the  Matron  and  nurse  are  constantly  at 
hand,  and  she  never  has  the  feeling  that  she  is  a  lonely  unit 
in  a  big  boarding  house,  one  of  the  saddest  fates  that  can  be- 
fall anyone  in  advancing  years. 

We  need  hardly  say  that  the  financial  side  of  the  work 
of  the  Home  is  one  that  gives  the  officers  of  the  Board 
many  anxious  thoughts.  We  all  know  how  much  living 
expenses  have  increased  in  Toronto  in  the  last  five  years, 
everything  has  gone  up  except  fixed  incomes  and  therefore 
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each  year  the  difference  between  what  our  residents  can 
afford  to  pay,  and  the  running  expenses  of  our  Home  is 
considerable.  To  help  to  bridge  that  gulf  we  confidently 
appeal  to  the  readers  of  this  Report. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  the  general  health  of 
our  residents  has  been  wonderfully  good  considering  their 
advanced  age.  The  Angel  of  Death  has  summoned  three, 
Mrs.  Dunn,  Mrs.  Pembroke,  Mrs.  Robinson,  the  last  two  of 
the  great  age  of  86  and  90.  Their  rooms  were  filled  at  once, 
but  we  have  still  a  long  waiting  list  of  those  anxious  to 
come  to  us. 

The  Monday  afternoon  service  is  a  time  of  help  and 
blessing  to  all  who  attend  and  we  cannot  sufficiently  thank 
those  who  take  or  make  time  to  come  there  to  speak  their 
Master's  Word  from  week  to  week. 

For  many  years  the  Reverend  Mr.  Salmon  most  kindly 
conducted  a  service  on  Thursday  evening.  He  has,  we  very 
much  regret  to  say,  found  it  impossible  to  continue  this 
service  any  longer,  but  we  would  like  now  to  express  our 
most  grateful  thanks  to  him  for  the  many  occasions  on 
which  he  spoke  words  of  comfort  and  encouragement  which 
will  never  be  forgotten  by  those  privileged  to  hear  them. 

Our  heart-felt  thanks  are  again  due  and  offered  to  our 
Medical  Staff,  who  so  nobly  carry  out  the  tradition  of  their 
profession  in  devoting  so  much  valuable  time,  skill  and 
thought  to  those  who  can  only  repay  them  with  gratitude 
and  appre  ciation. 
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Two  special  gifts  must  be  mentioned,  a  very  large  and 
valuable  one  of  soap,  which  otherwise  would  be  a  heavy 
item  in  our  household  expenses ;  and  also  in  the  summer  a 
most  welcome  gift  of  fruit  and  preserving  sugar.  We  trust 
that  at  the  fast  approaching  Christmastide,  some  of  its  good 
cheer  may  find  its  way  to  our  large  family. 

At  present  there  are  thirty  members  in  the  Home  and 
of  that  number  only  one  has  come  to  us  outside  of  Toronto. 
As  in  former  years  we  have  to  thank  the  Government  of 
Ontario  and  the  City  of  Toronto  for  their  respective  grants. 
A  synopsis  of  the  financial  statement  extracted  from  the 
Government  Returns  is  appended  to  this  Report. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  subtnitted.

The  Committee  of  the  Old  Folks'  Home  has  much 
pleasure  in  submitting  the  Report  for  the  year  1907. 

There  is  never  a  great  deal  to  tell  in  regard  to  this 
Institution,  mainly  because  it  is  a  Home  with  just  the 
ordinary  routine  of  home  life,  and  there  is  little  to  record 
except  as,  from  time  to  time,  one  and  another  crosses  the 
River  and  enters,  we  trust,  the  Home  from  which  there  is 
no  going  out,  and  a  new  member  is  admitted  to  the  family 
down  here,  to  rest  for  a  little  while  after  what  has  been,  to 
most,  a  hard  struggle,  with  little  strength  and  less  means. 

Our  household  consists  of  thirty  members,  besides  the 
Staff,  and  the  health  of  the  majority  is  very  good.  We 
have  had  four  deaths  during  the  year,  but  when  we  remem- 
ber that  the  average  age  of  our  members  is  about  eighty 
years,  we  think  this  a  small  death  ratio,  and  that  it  testi- 
fies to  the  beneficial  results  of  careful  and  homelike 
treatment. 

That  each  room  should  represent  an  individual  little 
home  to  the  one  who  occupies  it,  is  the  earnest  wish  and 
endeavour  of  the  Committee  ;  and  all  meals  are  carried  to 
and  partaken  of  there  :  this,  while  undoubtedly  entailing 
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more  work  than  a  public  dining-room  would,  adds  very 
largely  to  the  existing  comfort  and  home  feeling. 

A  service  or  Bible  Reading  is  held  each  Monday  after, 
noon,  usually  by  one  of  the  City  clergy,  and  we  can  only 
very  inadequately  thank  those  who,  in  the  midst  of  heavy 
parish  duties  of  their  own,  yet  find  time  to  come  and  break 
the  Bread  of  Life  to  us. 

No  collecting  is  done  for  this  institution,  but  some 
donations  and  regular  subscriptions  are  given  by  kind 
friends  whom  we  sincerely  thank. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Committee  to  have  a 
fund  upon  which  it  could  draw  for  the  support  of  those 
who  are  absolutely  without  means,  but  hitherto  it  has 
only  been  possible  to  meet  the  current  expenses  with  careful 
management. 

We  gratefully  thank  all  those  who,  from  year  to  year^ 
remember  the  Old  Folks'  Home.  The  unfailing  kindness 
and  attention  of  our  Medical  Staff  at  all  times  is  beyond 
all  praise  and  thanks,  and  we  are  very  conscious  that  our 
debt  to  them  is  one  which  we  can  never  hope  to  repay. 

The  Home  has  sustained  a  very  great  loss  this  year  in 
the  withdrawal,  on  account  of  removal  from  Toronto,  of 
two  of  its  Committee,  Mrs.  W.  A.  Geddes  and  Miss 
DesBarres  ;  their  faithful  service  and  loving  interest  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  replace,  and  many  a  loving  and 
grateful  thought  follows  them  to  Calgary,  and  across  the 
sea  to  England,  where  we  pray  that  God  may  bless  and 
use  them  as  He  did  here.
